ident Wilson consented to postpone his 
address to congress until 1 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 


It was officially stated in that connec- 


tion that in no case, would the United 
States withdraw from the basic princi- 
ples of its position, paramount among 
•which is a consistent refusal to recognize 
Hucrta. White House Statement. 


At the white house Secretary Tumulty 


gave out this stataemcnt: 


"Last night about midnight after the 


conference between the president and the, 
foreign relation? committees of the two 
louses, a dispatch came 
from 
Mexico 


City in which Mr. Lind 
united 
with 


Kenor Gamboa in requesting the presi- 
dent to postpone, his address to the com- 
press until Wednesday in order to att'ord

Mr. Lind. The president has. of course, 
consented and is expecting to address 
congress at 1 o'clock on Wednesday."

Upon these proposals the Hucrta gov- 


ernment at the last moment asked for 
further time for consideration and upon 
further 
supplementary suggestions by 


Mr. Lind, the nature of which is not be- 
ing divulged here, the request for a post' 
ponement was made. 


Has Not Been Recalled. 


White house officials positively stated 


that Mr. Lind had not been recalled from 
Mexico City, and added that if he had 
left for Vern Cruz it would be for only a, 
short visit. Ho is Kxpwctod to return to 
Mexico City to continue the nogotia 
tions. 


Preparations at the capitol hurriedly 


made for a joint session of the house 
and senate were called off. 


Based on Precedent. 


President. Wilson's message, a docu- 


ment, of about A .000 words, was loc.kcrt 
up in the white house vaults awaiting the 
next developments. 
It is generally un- 


derstood that tho message, is very kinrl 
in tone towards Mexico, outlines 
the 


American 
government'* 
position, ex- 


presses generous friendship for the Mex- 
ican people and defines the reason for in- 
sisting upon elections and the elimina- 
tion of Huerta. Some of the message is 
based upon precedent set. during the ad- 
ministration of President Hayes when 
Porfirio Diaz was president of Mexico. 


So closely was the president's message 


guarded that, no copies were given in ad- 
vance to the press, as is the invariable 
rule with such documents.

"OH, SAM; HERE'S YOUR BUG!" 
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Steps for a New Federal Building 


The fact that Congressman Cline has just introduced 


to congress a bill to provide $500,000 for the purchase of 
a site and the erection thereon of new government build- 
ing in Fort Wayne is gratifying as marking a definite step 
toward a much-needed improvement. When the present 
postoffice building in this city was erected some thirty 
years ago it was regarded as somewhat of a model, and 
was doubtless eniirely adequate to properly care for the 
postal business of that day. Unfortunately, however, its 
designers failed to properly measure the leaps and bounds 
of growth Fort Wayne was to make in the succeeding 
third of a century. The monumental increase in postal 
business here, due to augmented population and vastly 
multiplied industrial and commercial activities has made 
quarters once ample now far too small for the prompt and 
efficient dispatch of Fort Wayne's postal business. An- 
other most important element in the situation is the fact 
that the present building makes impossible the installa- 
tion of modem systems and equipment for postal 
effi- 


ciency. There has been an almost revolutionary change 
in the construction of American postoffice buildings in the 
past few years. They are of entirely different type from 
those formerly in vogue, the change, being wholly the re- 
sult of new methods of handling the public business no 
less than modernized systems of construction. Within 
the past two or three years, if we mistake not. there have 
been repeated inspections of the Fort Wayne building 
and it is no secret that the reports made to AVashington 
have uniformly agreed upon the inadequacy of the present 
building. Tt is entirely possible that considerable time 
may be required to secure the appropriation, for the de- 
mand for new buildings is insistent from every section of 
the country. But the proper initiatory steps have been 
taken, and Congressman Cline may be depended upon to 
pnt forth every effort to bring them to a successful out- 
come. 


Fort Wayne's city*government can lie of sen-ice to 


every citizen just as soon as the people conclude to break 
away from old partisan conditions and demand that its af- 
fairs be administered upon the basis of business efficiency. 
No voter would think of applying the rule of political 
party in selection of an employe, and in the largest degree 
the officials of a city are the employes of its people, en- 
trusted with the management and direction of a great cor- 
poration. Yet there are those who profess to believe that, 
the partisan system offers relief despite the fact that its 
history has steadily proven that it, does not do so. The 
failure of the party system to measure up to its responsi- 
bilities is an eloquent explanation of the "why" of the 
non-partisan movement that has been received with such 
general and enthusiastic acclaim in the present campaign. 


While performers on the London music hall stages

SCHOOL BOARD MEETS 


The, 
establishing 
of 
a 
vocational 


school in Fort Wayne nnd the, opening 
of vocational classes with the beginning 
of the coming school term -was given 
the unanimous endorsement ot the Fort 
Wayne Federation of Labor at its semi- 
monthly meeting Monday evening. The 
members voted on the proposition after 
listening to a communication submit- 
ted by Superintendent J. N. Study, of 
the city schools. 


The' inauguration of vocational train- 


ing in the Fort "U'ayne public schools 
conies as a result of the vocational edu- 
cation act placed upon the stiUu statutes 
during the recent session of the legis- 
lature. When the bill providing for vo- 
cational education was first read, it was 
diet by some opposition in the ranks of 
labor leaders, who for a time declared 
It was a scheme of the state manufac- 
turers to create a new scource of cheap 
labor. 


Professor Study's letter presented last 


evening, however, explained in every de- 
tail, the advantages of a 
vocational 


school, and the proposition was ten- 
dered the hearty endorsement of the 
federation. 


The federation also approved tbe re- 


port of the program committee in charge 
of the local Labor day celebration, and 
it was decided that all prizes awarded 
in the athletic contests bear tho union 
label.
